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FRAYNE’S FOLLY. 


Horrible Spectacle Presented to 
a Thanksgiving Audience 
at Cincinnati. __- 


An Actor, in a Fancy Rifle 
Scene, Shoots an Act- 
ress Dead. 


The Man, Frank I. Frayne; the 
Slaughtered Woman, Annie 
Von Behren. 


Over Two Thousand People Present 
The Curtain Lowered—Scene 
on the Stage. 


The Foolhardy Actor Frantic with 
Grief—Arrest—Bail Accepted 
in $3,000.

CIN GIN N ATI. O., Nov. 30.—An accident, 
terrible and fatal, that snatched away a prom- 
ising young life, was witnessed by more than 
2,000 people at the Coliseum Theatre this aft- 
ernoon. In the progress ofthe play, Annie 
Von Behren, the leading actress of the com- 
pany appearing there, was shot in the fore- 
head by rifle ball and almost instantly killed 
by the star, Frank I. Frayne. For several 
years past, expert rifle-shots have introduced 
into variety acts and border dramas the feat 
of shooting apples or other objects held in 
the hands of other persons, or resting on their 
heads. \ 
FANCY SHOOTING, 
of course, could be exhibited in a perfectly 
safe way; but a certain morbid taste, that 
seems to crave what is most dangerous, 
made this style of entertainment profitable. 
Frayne was one of the first, if not the very 
first, to introduce that style of rifle-shooting 
into dramatic performances. His plays were 
written with situations wherein the hero, 
played by himself, would be required to hit 
with a rifie-ball a cigar held by one of the 
characters, or an apple resting on a woman’s 
head. 
OFTEN HAS THE PREDICTION 
been made that, by some unforeseen acci- 
dent, some one would some time be killed 
here in Cincinnati, and the prophecy has at 
last been verified, and with attendant cir- 
cumstances that make the fatal occurrence 
doubly terrible. Yesterday afternoon the 
Coliseum Theatre was crowded to its utmost 
capacity, the count of tickets showing the 
presence of 2,300 peple within its walls. The 
play was the drama 81 Slocum,” a highly- 
colored pieture of life in California. Frayne 
has produced it in all the principal cities of 
this country and in Great Britain. It 18 
IN THE HIGHEST DEGREE SENSATIONAL, 
relying for effect not on literary merit or 
artistic acting, but on blood-curdling situa- 
tions. “During the action of the play Mr. 
Fra ?’ the playbill says, will introduce 
his wonderful shots, among which are the 
following: Shooting a pipe from the mouth, 
extingtisiing a candle with a backward 
shet, and the greatest shot ever attempted, 
the double shot, hitting two objects at the 
same time, placed on opposit sides of the 
stage. This shot is marvelous and must be 
seen to be appreciated.” The test of cour- 
age.“ says the synopsis in the fourth act. A 
test of courage indeed! Here it was where 
THE TERRIBLE FATALITY 
occurred. Si Slocum (Frayne) and Ruth 
Slocum (Annie von Behren) were in the 
power of Vesquez, an outlaw (H. M. Mark- 
am). On the stage in this scene were Frayne 
in his backwoodman’s dress, Annie von 
Behren somewhat similarly attired, with 
brown dress and brown stockings or leggings 
with the fringe that usually accompanies the 
frontier costumes of the stage, Markam, and 
Gearge Bear, who played the part of Jim 
Bludsoe. Vesquez, the outlaw, tells Slocum 
that he is doomed to die, but he will give 
him a single chance for his life, a fearful 
chance, 
WITH HIS BACK TURNED 
to his wife he must shoot an apple from her 
head with a rifle bullet—asituation having its 
origin of cause in the story of William Tell. 
Slocum accepts the alternative. Ruth Slo- 
cum, blindfolded, is placed at the left of the 
‘stage with the apple on her head, while 
Siocum, from the other side, fires the shot 
that is to free them. The backward shot,” 
as it is called, is done by resting the gun on 
the shoulder of the shooter, with the butt of 
the gun in front of him. In the stock is af- 
fixed the handle of 
A LITTLE MIRROR, 
with which aim is taken. Those who are 
familiar with the rifie say thisis the easiest 
fancy shot that is made on the stage. When 
Frayne made his customary slow prepara- 
tions for it yesterday afternoon the audience, 
the majority of whom were women and chil- 
dren, waited in breathless suspense. Miss 
Von Behren stood like a statue, with 
bandaged eyes and apple on head, waiting. 
There was the sharp crack of the rifle, and, 
to the astonishment of the audiénce and the 
horror of those on the stage, 
THE WOMAN FELL. 
Frayne dropped his gun and stood transfixed 
with horror, and then the curtain was quick- 
ly lowered, shutting out the scene from the 
wondering people in front. A buzz went 
through the house, but there was no excite- 
ment, and, aftera pause, Mr. Markam came 
before the curtain, pale even through his 
stage make-up, and, in a frightened, nervous 
manner, announced that Miss Von Behren 
had been burt and that the performance 
would be discontinued. Few seemed to 
realize the extent of the calamity, and the 
great crowd dispersed without any undue 
excitement or panic. One lady, pressed by 
the throng, fainted near the door, but prompt 
remedies brought her to. 
THE AWFUL SCENE 
behind the lowered curtain can scarcely be 
conceived. There, indeed, were panic- 
stricken people. None knew what to do. 
The dying woman lay prone on the stage, 
with the brain-amatter oozing froma ghastly 
wound above ‘the left eye, and red blood 
running from her nostrils. On his knees at 
her side was Frayne. embracing and kissing 
her—the woman that was sven to have been 
his wife, the woman he had killed. Like a 
man bereft of reason, his whole frame in a 
tremble, he fairly shrieked his grief, calling 
down curses on himself, and kissing 
again and again the lips that were quickly 


growing cold. Friends drew him away from 


her, and laid the body, from which the life 
was slowly ebbing, on an improvised couch.

Weeping eyes were about, and at intervals 
the deep growls of the caged African lion 
used in the play, added a deeper solemnity 
to the scene.

At the manager’s request a telegram was 
sent to the friends of the dead actress and 
family in Brooklyn, that the sad news 
might be broken gently to her parents. 
Annie Von Behren had been on the 
stage five years. She Was about 25 years of 
age. Four years ago she was leading lady 
of the Coliseum stock company under James 
S. Edwards’ management, Her stage name 
then was Van Bieren, but she has played un- 
der her right name, Von Behren, for the 
last three seasons, dufing which time she 
has been leading lady fr this combination. 
Before that Mrs. Frayne (professionally 
Clara Butler), who has been dead about 
three years, played the part afterwards done 
by Miss Von Behren. 

A PREVIOUS ACCIDENT 

of Frayne’s is recalled,jwhich occurred five 
or six yearsago. By a glancing ball a man 
named Clifford, who standing in the 
wing of the theatre, wounded in the leg.

It was made for F In explanation 
of the accident, Frayne says that 
when he fired he heard the catch-spring 
strike, and the flash bummed his shirt-collar.

ANOTHER ACUOUNT OF DISMAL TRAG- 
ED 


CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 90.—This afternoon, 
at the Coliseum The in the fourth act of 
the play, “Si Sloeum,;? Frank Frayne, in 
shooting the apple off tlie head of Lucy Slo- 
eum, personated by ie Von Behreu, 
missed the apple and shot Miss Von Behren 
in the head. She died in fifteen minutes. 

FRAYNE WAS ARRESTED 
immediately. The curtain fell and the play 
stopped, but the audience supposed that the 
victim was only slightly hurt. When the 
curtain went down after the fatal shot, the 
excitement behind the scenes was so great as 
to create alarm lest a panic might ensue 
among the audience of 2,300. 

FRAYNRE’S CRIES AND LAMENTATIONS 
were so violent that he was heard before the 
curtain. Manager Fennessy was too much 
excited to say anything, but sent a friend to 
the front to say the accident was slight and 
the play would not proceed further, The 
audience then retired in order, though one 
lady fainted. Manager Fennessy took charge 
of Frayne, and, though the latter demanded to 
be locked up, he got Mr. H. Heuck to go be- 
fore Judge Higley, of the police court, and 
give bond for his release from arrest. Bond 
was fixed at $3,000, 

FRAYNE’S MENTAL CONDITION 
was such that one or two of his friends kept 
close watch over him at his hotel. The thea- 
tre is closed for tonight, and probably will 
not be opened this week. The Coroner 
viewed the body of Miss Von Behlen, and it 
was then removed to Undertaker Higby’s, 
where it will lie until word is received from 
HER FRIENDS IN BROOKLYN. 

Itis said she was engaged to be married 
shorrly to Frayne. The cause of the accident 
was the lowering of the barrel by a fault in 
the spring-catch. Frayne’s shirt was burned 
by the powder, and a partof the shell was 
driven backward. Frayne used a Stevens 
rifle, 22-calibre. The catch-snap of the rifle 
was imperfect, slipped just as the hammer 
fell, and blew the cartridge o ut backward. 


TALK IN CHICAGO. 

The killing of Annie Von Behren by 
Frayne, at.the Coliseum Theatre, in Cincin- 
nati, yesterday, was the chief topic among 
Chicago theatrical people last evening, Said 
a well-known variety performer in a popular 
resort last evening: I am not surprised to 
hear of the tragedy. I have been expecting 
this thing to happen. This shooting of ap- 
ples, etc. off of women’s hpads is bad busi- 
ness aux way you put it. It is not acting. 
The „ don’t like it, and as this is the 
second atcident of the kind (the first hap- 
pened in Jersey City four or five years ago 
the victim being a Chicago girl named Lottie 
Mallie), I hope the authorities everywhere 
will interfere and prevent exhibitions of 
shooting with ball cartridges on the stage.”

K. Johnson, Miss May Phoemx, Philo A, Otis, 
Joho Rattenbury. John M. Hubbe and Will- 
lam Sprague, constituting the church choir, and 
H. Clarence Eddy, who presided at the organ, 
followed by the eg ay Kage the Scriptures and a 
sermon by the Kev. F. M. Bristoi. 

Mr. Bristol selected as his subject * Tree 
of Life,” which, he said, was the church, and 
proceeded to argue unt the world owed all it 
bad and was to che spread of Chr .stianity. 
Dwelling tpon this thought, he went into history 
to show that the Christian faith had sprung 
from the truest germ and had developed until 
the wilderness could be likened unto the Garden 
of Eden and the desert unto pien ty and perce.

Americanos must bold and spread right 
nouons of liberty and law and church and State, 
and they must be ore to a rather than 
to party—break without party rather than 
abet its wickedness. Above all, they should 
keep to the religion of the cross of Christ.

The County Hospital. 

The suffering and distress inseparabie from 
such an institution as our County Hospital are 
incompatible: with that general rejoicing and 
festivity which mark the advent of a Thanks- 
giving festival in other public institutions. The 
belpiess orphan, the friendless, poverty-stricken 
adult, and the aged and imbecile pauper can 
alike rejoice in the anticipation of a holiday 
treatand heartily enjoy a shareof the good 
things the gods provide; the prison convict. can 
revel in the unaccustomed pleasure of a joliy 
blowout; but to many.a bed-ridden patient in 
the hospital feasts and holidays may come and 
go unheeded, and the partaking of rich food and 
daiuties or any food whatever be a matter of 
little moment io the weary sufferer. Happily, 
patients of this class are in the minority. any 
there are on beds of sickness who can. appre- 
ciate an extra gond dinner, and many more who 
are convalescent and just beginning to feel the 
quickened biood and sharpened appetite which 
indicate returuing beaith who thoroughly enjoy 
the bounteous feast which Thanksgiving-Day 
calis forth. At present are some pa- 
tients in the County Hospital. and to these the 
usual Thanksgiving dinner was given yesterday. 

The wards are + ro marae Ro ater just pow, a 
number of the patients ing obliged to sleep 
on the floor, a condition of things which should 
be speedily remedied bythe board 8 
further accommodation. The courteous an 
painstaking Warden, Mr. Dixon, has utilized 
every available spot that muy add te the con- 
venience and comfort of patients—what was 
formerly the heating-apparatus apartments be- 
ing now turned into a provwionary ward for 
patienis who have just arrived, and many other 
rooms intended for minor purposes are being 
used as operating-rooms, Wash and bath rooms, 
etc. These alterations not only allow more 
space in the regular wards, but also prevent 
the patients being distur by the perform- 
ance of surgical operations. or other 
special ten and preparations which

The tirst thing which 
strikes a visitor's notice is the spotiess cleanli- 
ness and perfect ventilation which are found 
throughout the building from top to bottom. In 
the kitchen the display of good things before 
dinner-time was something wonderful.

PROHIBITION OR HIGH LICENSE. 

The relative merits of prohibition and high 
license as a corrective of the excesses and 
abuses of the liquor traffic are practically and 
pointedly illustrated by the operation of the 
two systems in Nebraska and Kansas—high 
license in the former and prohibition in the 
latter. | 

Tue TRIBUNE has been printing within 
the last day or two some accounts of the Ne- 
braska law, which requires a fee of $1,000 
for running a saloon in a large city and 8300 
in places having less than 10,000 inhabitants. 
The revenue derived from these licenses is 
set aside for the school tund, and the law has 
been in. suecessful operation during more 
than a year anda half. It has been strictly 
enforced, and the result has been uniform in 
greatly reducing the number of drinking- 
places, and in keeping respectable and oy 


ly those which conform with the law. lu, 


small towns where there. were — 
eighteen or twenty low doggeries there are 
now buttwo or three reputable and law-abid- 
ing saloons. There is less drunkenness, less 
poor liquor sold, and less loafing and rowdy- 
ism. In Omaha, a city of about 30,000 inhab- 
itants, the number of saloons has been re* 
duced from 150 to ninety, and the latter con- 
tribute $90,000 (instead of $25,000, as former- 
ly) for the maintenance of schools, which was 
previously levied upon the real and personal 
property of the city, 

The contrast between this system and the 
prohibition system is well illustrated by the 
condition of things in Topeka, Kas., a city 
of 15,000 inhabitants, or about one-half: as 
large as Omaha. A gentleman who has ro- 
centiy returned from Kansas and who has 
given the matter some study reports that 
there are 170 saloons in Topeka which are 
run without interference or restraint, al- 
tho the town is full of noisy cranks of 
the St. John stripe of coercive ‘teetotalers. 
Thus a city under a prohibition law, which 
doesn’t prohibit, with a population of 15,000 
inhabitants, maintains nearly twice as many 
saloons as a city with twice as many inhab- 
itants which is required by State law to im- 
pose a license of $1,000, In the one case the 
law is enforced, and in the other case it is 
not enforced. There are in proportion four 
times as many saloons in Topeka under the 
St. John prohibition law as there are in 
Omaha under the high-license act, and also 
four times as much drunkenness. 

This comparison can leave no doubt in the 
minds of all persons except eoerciye cranks 
that, so far as legal restraint goes, the high- 
license system is vastly more practicable and 
efficacious than the abortive prohibition sys- 
tem. Practical experience should commend 
the former system to every person who is 
honestly interested in promoting the cause of 
temperance, for drunkenness will be abated 
in proportion to the reduction of the low 
facilities and alluring temptations for drink- 
ing. But this is not all. The license system 
taxes id leness, and indulgence, and vice, ang 
to that extent relieves industry, and sobriety, 
and morality. The $90,000 collected in 
Omaha from ninety saloons has neither re- 
duced the profits of the saloonkeepers nor 
raised the price of drinks, but it has 
reduced drunkenness, disorder, and crime. 
The liquor traffic has deen concen- 
trated among fewer dealers, whose in- 
dividual profits are perhaps larger than 
they were before, owing to the additional 
business they have, as there were formerly 
150 saloons, and those who have gone out of 
the trade have turned their time and energy 
to some more worthy and useful vocation. 
The consumers of liquor, wine, and beer pay 
no more for their drinks than formerly, but 
they have the satisfaction of knowing that a 
part of what they pay goes to the support of 
an essential element of good government, 
and releases their own property from taxa- 
tion in just that proportion. Moreover, the 
cost of maintainmg government is reduced 
fully double the amount of the saloon tax, 
inasmuch as the reduction in the number of 
the saloons and improvement in their charac- 
ter, with the increase in the school facilities, 
operate directly to promote good order and 
good citizenship. 

There will be no agitation of any conse 
quence in the IIlinois Legislature this winter 
in favor of prohibition. The disastrous fail- 
ure of the Kansas coercive teetotal experi- 
ment, the repudiation of the prohibitory 
issue by the people of Indiana, and the plain 
signs everywhere of the popular antagonism 
to the folly of coercive teetotalism have been 
sufficiently significant to protect the Lilinois 
Legislature from any fanatical attempt to 
enforce teetotalism on the people by attempt- 
ing to prevent by law the manufacture and 
sale of liquor, wine, and beer. But the ex- 
cesses of the liquor traffic may be controlled 
and municipal governments throughout the 
State may be assured much needed revenue 
by a uniform license law which shall fix $500 
as the minimum fee for saloons in the large 
cities. The number of saloons in Chicago 
may be reduced from 4,000 to 2,000 or 2,500, 
and fully a million dollars may be added te 
the contracted resources of this city for 
police, streets, and light without imposing 
any new burden upon the taxpayers, with- 
out modifying wise laws for the limitation 
of debt and taxation, and without working 
injury to any class of people, for the people 
who shall abandon the saloon business on 
account of increased license will seek em- 
ployment more reputable to themselves and 
more useful to society.

BOARD OF TRADE RULES. 

Tun Board of Trade of Chicago has been 
very much agitated and disturbed during 
the last year concerning the proper construc- 
tion and administration of what is known as 
the anti-corner rule. This rule was adopted 
some years ago, after a season of severe 
financial distress and failure, growing out of 
a prolonged and disastrous corner. Substan- 
tially the vital point in the rule is, that when 
there is a controversy as to the proper 
terms of settlement when there have been 
large dealings between shorts“ and 
“longs,” and a proper demand is made 
therefor, a committee of arbitration shall be 
appointed, who shall hear the evidence, and 
thereupon shall make an award fixing a 
price at which settlements shall be made, 
which award shall be final and conclusive 
upon all parties concerned. 

This means of settlement has been ap- 
pealed to several times since April, 1882, the 
oceasions being when the allegation was 
made that prices had been inflated under the 
operations of a corner. 

These committees are clothed with arbhi- 
trary power, in the exercise of which they 
may order and direct that contracts made at 
a given price may be settled at a much lower 
rate, as the committee may determine. The 
frequent exercise of this power has led to 
much discussion as to the justice and wis- 
dom of a rule which permits any authority 
to set aside the terms of a contract, thus ren- 
dering the contract uncertain, and enabling 
one party to evade an obligation which he 
had voluntarily entered into, of course ex- 
pecting te gain thereby. 

On the other hand, it is asserted that the 
rule, without referenee to any objection as 
to how it has been administered, is a necessi- 
ty; that in the absence of this appeal to 
an arbitration the operators of a corner will 
be unlimited in their exactions; that the rule 
places a power in the board to say how far 
the exactions of a corner may be carried, and 
wheu carried to an oppressive and extortion- 
ate point to correct the injustice. 

It is argued further that this rule, proper- 
ly adininistered, stands between the bank- 
ruptey of the dealer and a fair, honest, 
and just settlement. That with such a rule, 
entitling a party to an arbitration, there will 
always be a willingness to accept the award, 
while if denied such protection the only 
thing left is to lie down, fail, and go into 
bankruptey. 

On the one hand there is a demand for 
the repeal of the rule, and it was intended to 
have a vote of the board on Saturday on the 
question of repealing it absolutely; on the 
other hand the maintenance of the rule is ad- 
vocated. A third party, and possibly the 
most rational, protests against repeal until 
some substitute for the rule has been pre- 
pared. At the close of business on Wed- 
nesday there was some uncertainty whether 
the vote would be taken on this question to- 
morrow or not; that, however, will be defi- 
nitly made known this morning on Change. 

We have stated the grounds on which this 
proposition is presented and opposed, and, 
without expressing an opinion either way, 
suggest that hasty action is rarely advisable, 
and that if any person has a new or modified 
rule to propose it would possibly be wise to 
have it considered before any final action on 
the business is taken. 


AN ENGLISHMAN’S IDEA OF HUMOR. 
The obtuseness of the average Englishman 

to American humor has become proverbial. 

In Scotland it is still worse. An Englishman 


will in course of time get an American joke 


through his head, though the laugh may not 
come in for several hours after the joke has 
become cold, and sometimes not for days; but 
a Scotchman never accomplishes that feat. 
When an Englishman, however, undertakes 
to write a book upon American humor the 
case becomes even more desperate and hope- 
less. This Mr. Haweis has done with the 
saddest of results. 

Mr. Haweis is known to asmall circle of 
American readers as the author of a book 
called “Music and Morals —a book of a 
very light and harmless sort, in which the 
musical information is mainly inc orreet, and 
what is correct is freely borrowed from many 
sources. The morals of the book are of the 
Tupper sort, and have no connection with the 
music beyond their union in the title. He 
has also written considerably for the maga- 
zines, and being a curate of the lawn-tennis 
and starched-frill order he has made a consid- 
erable reputation in England and has come to 
be looked upon, as Tupper was in his day, as 
a kind of oracle and a general instructor 
of society in all matters of etiquet, con- 

duct, and practical benevolence, while his 
wife, Who is also an author, has taken the 
department of clothes under her direction, 
and is engaged in instructing the English 
woman what she shall wear and how she 
shall wear it. The two have thus managed 
to attract considerable attention in England, 
but in this country thus far the principal 
interest centres in a wild but hopeless effort 
to discover how to pronounce Weir name. 
The curate himself has just finished writing 
some ‘“Forewords,” as he pedantically 
styles them, to lectures upon “ American 
Humorists,” and it is pretty safe to say that 
after reading the Forewords very few people 
will get to the Hindwords. in defining 
humor, the curate says: Humor is the at- 
mosphere, wit the flash.

It is 
sensible. moral, recreative, and stimulating. It

Out of 
the 2.457 passengers going to Canada, not one is 
deacribed as belouging to Scotiand—Canada, as a 
rule, forming, it ia said, an | aeg! field for 
Scoteh emigrants. 

Tue official canvass ss of New Jersey’s vote 
for Congressmen shows that the total vote of 
the State at the last election was 108,858, a fail- 
ing off amounting to 47,070 votes as compared 
with 1880. The decrease is shared in about equal 
proportions by both parties. The plurality of 
the Hancock Electors in New Jersey was 2,010; 
the majority of the aggregate vote for Demo- 
cratic Congressmen over that given for Repub- 
lican is 3,120—a result ia no way changing the 
position of New Jersey as a very close State.

Manual, in reply to an article on the monopoly 
feature of the railroad business published in the 
London Spectater, bas written a long letter to 
the New York Evening Post. Mr. Poor endeav- 
ors to show by the exampieof Mr. William H. 
Vanderbilt and Mr. Jay Gould that railroad 
managers, be they ever so powerfu!, cannot do 
what they please; that they are governed by 
public opinion and cannot make any charges 
for services rendered by their roads higher than 
those which the competition of other railroads 
or lines of trunsportation permit them to make; 
that, tnerefore, railroads shall be looked upon 
and treated like auy other kind of business: and 
that Government interference with it of what- 
ever kind would mischievous. The Post

The Overissue of Stock of the Cincin- 
nati, New Orleaus & Texas.

CUNcINNAT?, O., Nov. 30.—Tomorrow is the day 
agreed upon for the settlement of the matter of 
the overissue of stock ot the Cincinnati, New 
Orleans & Texas Pacific Railway Company by 
George F. Doughty, its late Secretary. The as- 
sets of Mr. Dough, which, it has been claimed, 
could be so handied as to cover the entire over- 
iasue, cannot now be turned into money without 
a heavy shrinkage, and Theodore Cook, the 
President of the railway company and admin- 
istrator of the late Secretary, asked for time in 
which to settle up the estate. The banks 
agreed to wait. though with some reluctance, 
until Dec. 1. It is now understood that Presi- 
deut Cook is no nearer ready to settle the mat- 
ter than he was three months ago. and that he 
will again ask for more time. His request will 
probably be granted, but not as before with the 
expectation that matters will be helped any 
thereby. The matter will go into the courts, 
and the litigation will be of an unusually inter- 
esting character. Though no formal announce- 
ment to that effect bas n made, there is no 
doubt but that the railway company will disclaim 
all responsibility in the matter, in aecordence 
witb the views of its English stockholders. This 
position was practically taken when the com- 
ny refused to transfer the disputed stock. 
ere are grave doubts whether the courts 
will bear the company out in this view. The 
overissue, which amounts to about „ 
bears the undisputed signature of she President 
and Secretary of the company. No precaution a 
purchaser could have taken, would have enabied 
bim to distinguisb between the genuine and 
the fraudulent certificates, for the reason that 
the Secretary to whom de would have been 
obliged to go for information, was the very man 
who bad issued the fraudulent certificates. 
With the general public the company has this 
fact im its favor. Both the President and Sec- 
retary were Cincinnati men, who were appoint- 
ed for no other reason than te give Oinciunati a 
representation among the officers of the com- 
ny which had leased the Soutbern road.

Evidence in the Suit Against Mins Kate 
Vaughan’s Admirer. 
Londo Paper. 

The notorious divorce case of Wellesley 
vs. Wellesiey came before Sir James Hannen 
at Westminster. It was a petition presented 
by Emma Hannah Caroline Wingfield 
Wellesley for the dissolution of her mar- 
riage with the Hon. Col. Wellesley, son 
of Lord Cowley, on the gronnd of his deser- 
tion and adultery with Miss Kate Vaughan, 
actress at the Gaity Theatre. Mrs. Welles 
ley, the petitioner, said that she was married 
to the respondent on the 15th of December, 
1873, at Kensington. At that time he was 
military attaché to her Majesty’s Embassy at 
St. Petersburg, and she proceeded with Col. 
Wellesley thither after the wedding. On the 
breaking out of the Russo-Turkish war Col. 
Wellesley left St. Petersburg, he being 
ordered to the seat of war. She did 
not accompany him, but remained 
in England. On the termination. of 
the war Col. Wellesley returned to England 
in 1878. She met him at the railway station, 
Charmg Cross, and he on that occasion 
treated her with affection; she was at that 
time residing in the house of Lord Cowley, 
at Queen's Gate: she and Col. Wellesley pro- 
ceeded there, where they occupied the same 
apartmeuts: subsequently a separate apart- 
ment was provided for Col, Wellesley at his 
request, as he said he had met with an acci- 
dent during the war: she noticed that his 
conduct was very much altered toward her; 
he neglected her and she saw but little of 
him. Some time after his return to England 
Col. Wellesley was appointed Secretary to 
the Embassy at Vienna. She was with her 
father at that time at St. Petersburg, and on 
hearing of Col. Wellesley's appointment she 
joined him in May, 1878. hen they went 
to Vienna they engaged lodings, but he said 
there was no accommodation for them there, 
and they went to reside at the Imperial Hotel, 
occupying different rooms on different floors, 

She some time after that returned to En- 
gland, and thence she proceeded to Marien- 
bad, in Bavaria, to which place Col. Welles- 
ley came from Vienna. After they had been 
there for a short time she 9 that she 
should return with him to Vien 
said it would be better for her to 
and she accordmely returned to 
The reason which Col. Wellesle 
wishing her to return to Engl was 
was too expensive for her to remain with 
him in Vienna.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 28.—We are told 
that a petition is now quietly circulated ask- 
ing Congress to repeal so much of the Ap- 
propriation bill for the current year as makes 
the retirement of Gen, Sherman compulsory 
upon his attaining the age of 64. One of the 
arguments in favor of this measure is, that 
in case of the retirement of Sherman, as the 
law now provides, the command of the army 
will devolve upon Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan dur- 
ing what may prove a critical Presidential 
campaign. 

The supposed hostility to Sheridan on the 
part of the Democratic members is the re- 
membrauce of his celebrated banditti dis- 

atch sent at the ume he was in command in 

ew Orleans. 

On the other hand, it is averred that a com- 
bination of the friends of Sheridan and Han- 
cock will ask that the gee of General and 
Lieutenant-General be revived—the under- 
standing beine that Sheridan shall be pro- 
moted to be General, and Hancock to be 
Llieutenant- General. 

Others, who are inimical to both Sherman 
and Sheridan, say that they prefer that the 
former shall retire next year as the law now 
provides: and when they uae e elected a Dem- 
ocratic President, as the ct. to do the 
following year, should 8 erid: an continue ob- 
jectionable they will revive the rade of Gen- 
eral, and promote Hancock to place and 
the command of the army.

SYSTEMATIC SWINDLING. 


HOW A WABASH AVENUE HOUSE WAS VIC- 
TIMIZED BY A SALESMAN AND BOOK- 
KEEPER. | | 
There bas been much surprise expressed in 

commercial circies that a case of swindling to a 

considerable amount, practiced upon a Wabash 

avenue firm, has not been made public. The 
facts were known to Tar TRIBUNE some days 
ago, but it refrained from printing them in order 
to give an opportunity forthe arrest of the of- 
fenders; but as there seems no likelihood of that 
bemg done it is deemed best to give them pub- 
licity in order that other merchants may learn 
of this new system of fraud, be on their guard 
against it in the future, and detect it if it has 
already been resorted to with them. The firm 
victimized is that of O. R. Keith & Co., 
wholesale milliners at the corner of Mon- 
roe street and Wubash avenue, and the 
offenders are Samuel Munger, one of the 
best-known salesmen in the city, and an ac- 
countant named John B. Curtis. two now 
occupy the position of self-confessed thieves, 
and the amount pilfered is figured at near 
$6,000. In order that a correct account of the 
robbery might be obtained a TRIBUNE reporter 
last evening called upon Mr. O. R. Keith, at his 
residence on Prairie avenue, and was granted 
an interview. The gentiemun said he had under- 
@®ood various exaggerated reports of the case 
were afloat, and he was will to ive the facts, 
which had beep withheld until this time for the 
reason that both men were well connected, and 
because che firm was loth to br the families 
of the two men into disrepute. Now, however, 
when it was evident that the matter could no 
longer be kept from the public, the frm had oon - 
cluded to publish the facts. Munger,who is a man 
about 50 years of age, was employed by the firm 
about four years ago as a salesman, and as he 
was a very capable man de was given a salary 
and a percentage on the sales made by him. In 
this way de earned in the neighborhood of 
$7,000 per year, a pretty good salary for a man 
in his position. He was steady and apparentiy 
honest. and much confidence was reposed in 
him by the firm until a short time a when his 
irregularities were discovered. Cur Munger’s 
confederate in the crooked work, was — 
ployed in the house as an accountant, and Bis 
principal duty was to figure up the earnings of 
the men in the establishment who were work- 
ing on percentages. A short time ago Mr. Keith 
came back from a trip East, and in 
looking over Munger'’s accounts he at 
once arrived at the conclusion that he 


had drawn too much money. The head book- } 


keeper was put upon the books, and was not 
long in discovering a systematic scheme of rob- 
bery which had evidently paid Munger and 
Curtis quite well. The manner in which the 
robberies were committed was this: Whea Mun- 
ger would make a sale, say, of $20 the sale would 
be entered in the firm's books correctly, but 
Munger would place a figure 1 before the 2, 
making it $120, and then Curtis would figure the 
88 on that. The men, of course, bad to 

in constant collusion or the scheme of necessi- 
ty would have fallen through. When the entries 
on the books were all compared it was calculated 
that the stealings of the men amounted to the 
sum of about $6,000. The crookedness extended 
over a period of about a yearand a quarter. 
When it was definitly determined that robbery 
had been committed, Mr. Keith questioned the 
men, and they both very indignantly denied the 
charge; but before they left the store both had 
signed written confessions of their guilt. They 
were not arrested at the time, and the next day, 
or very soon thereafter, Munger left the city. 
As he was last heard of at Detroit, it is very 
likely that he has skipped across the bor- 
der, and is now in the Dominion await- 
ing developments. Curtis bas remained in 
the city, and it is believed he is still aere. Mun- 
ger was a fast liver, and it is said most, if not 
All. his money was —— in that way. He was a 
fine converser, and, being of good “ope. 
he won friends wherever he went. it is sai 
that Messrs. Keith & Co. are not the only finan- 
cial sufferers by Mr. Munger’s elevated ideas, as 
he is said to bave borrowed from nearly every 
customer he knew. He kept a couple of -horses 
and a groom, and in every way traveled at a 
rapid gait. Curtis, itis said, spent most of his 
money in dissipation. Whether either of the 
pen will ever be brought to account is pot 

nown. |

Where Husbands Still Have 
Rights. 

Recent decisions in New York and Ohio make 
it appear that husbands still have some rights, 
notwithstand the nearly universal legislation 
for the removal of married women's disabilities 
under the common law. In New York the Court 
of Appeais has decided that a man may still 
beat his wife without fear of the law, provided 
be does not use such Vuigar violence as to put 
bimself into the hands of the police. Aud the 
Ohio case decides that a husband goes scot free 
under circumstances which would warrant the 
successful suing of another man for damages 
for larceny. In the New York case, Mr. Schultz 
baving ulted Mrs. Schultz, she demanded a 
certain number of dollars therefor, and lest he 
should go away without thus salving her aching 
limbs—or it might have been her broken head— 
she procured ano order of arrest. Upon a mo- 
tion to vacate the order, the Supreme Court 
held that it was rightly granted, and the suit 

roperly brought. The oid rule of common 
aw that a wife could not sue her husband 
was, said the opinion, “dispelled, routed,” 
by the statutes giving married women 
independent righis of property. It was right, 
said the chivalrous Judges—i. e., Brady and 
Daniels—that cruci busbands should bave a 
financial restraint put upon their evil passions. 
But now, upon appeal, the court of last resort 
simply 8, with scant courtesy to the Judges 
below.

She saw 
Allen shoot, and immediately afterward the 
Smead woman screamed * I'm shot! ['m shot!’’

his body was found, be knocked a smali hand- 
lamp from the table, extinguishing it and shat- 
teripg the glube beueath nis body. Continuing 
her story. the Hutchinson woman goes on to 
say that after she had partiajly recovered from 
her first fright she step to her door, which 
was stift open, and looked out. The door of 
Room No. 9 was partially closed, and standing 
inside the room, witb bis head and shoulders 
through the doorway and a revolver in his hand. 
stood jap 2 policeman, and behind him, 
looking over his shoulder, and also with a re- 
volver displayed, was Officer Foley. As 
she appeared in the doorway she avers that 
Fleteber shouted: “ G—d d——n you, get back. 
every one of you, or we'll shoot you!“ Where- 
upon she retreated trom the room, explaining 


that there was no necessity for auy more shoot- 


ing. After the lapse of a couple of minutes more, 
the Smead woman still screaming that she bad 
beon shot. she took up the lamp and waiked 
out into the ball. As she did so the two officers 
came out of room where Wright lay dead, 
and Foley went to the toot of the stairs and be- 
gan whistling, while Fletcher remained beside 
ber. The atrest of her and her companion fol- 
lowed, colored man Williams, whose state- 
ment was published in yesterday's TRIBUNE, was 
arrested in the forenoon and p in a witness 
cell, and will be held to await the inquest. 

The feeling among officers of the 
pilaines Street Station in regard to the murder 
of their comrade and the escape of the murder- 
er was evidentiy much against Foley and 
Fletcher. men were loath to speak of the 
affair to outsiders, but toa TRIBUNE reporter 
one of the men unbosomed himself. In speak- 
ing of the feeling among his fellow officers he 
said that they looked upon Alten's eseape as an 
injury to the force, that the action of the 
two officers who permitted him to escape was 
cowardly in the extreme and unworthy of any 
good police o .

As to the whereabouts of the murderer there 
seems to be as little known now as there was at 
first.

The rumor, however, proved taise, none of the 
arrests made either in the city or out of it being 
the right ove. The detectives learned from 
what they claim to be positively reliable in- 
tormation that Allen was seen about 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning at the corner of Third 
avenue and Twelfth street, but where he 
went from there could not be learned. 
The photograph of the murderer in 
the rogues’ gallery at the Central Stauon was 
subjected to the closest scrutiny by the detec- 
tives and many patrolmen whe are particularly 
anxious to get thecreditof the capture, and 
also by quite a number of curious citizens. 
Copies of the picture will be sent all over the 
country, aud a reward tor the arrest of the man 
will be offered.
